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CZECHOSLOVAK! AN  SUGAR  ESTIMATE  INCREASED 

The  Czechoslovakian  "beet  sugar  crop  for  the  present  season  is 
placed  at  1,681,000  short  to^  of  raw  sugar  or  6.3  per  cent  greater 
than  last  year's  crop  of  1,581,000  short  tons,  according  to  a  radio- 
gran  received  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  from  the  International 
Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Rome.     This  figure  represents  an  increase 
of  97,000  short  tons  over  the  previous  estim?te  of  1,584,000  short  tons 
as  reported  "by  the  International  Institute  and  shows  a  smaller  increase 
over  last  year  than  that  reported  "by  either  Licht  or  Mikusch.     Licht1 s 
latest  estimate  of  1,720,000  short  tons  is  10.7  per  cent  greater  than 
his  final  figure  for  last  year's  crop,  while  the  estimate  of  1,709,000 
short  tons  reported  "by  Mikusch  indicates  an  increase  of  7,9  per  cent 
over  his  last  year's  estimate. 

Licht  has  again  reduced  his  estimate  of  the  European  "beet 
sugar  crop.    He  now  places  the  total  crop  at  8,247,000  short  tons  as 
compared  with  his  November  estimate  of  8,303,000  and  his  September' 
estimate  of  8,383,000  short  tons.    Revisions  occur  in  the  following 
countries :

The  Hawaiian  sugar  crop  of  775,000  short  tons,  for  the  season 
just  completed,  was  all  sold  out  before  the  end  of  November,  according 
to  a  cable  to  the  Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Domestic  Commerce  from  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  at  Honolulu.    Weather  conditions  in  Porto  Rico 
continue  favorable  for  the  sugar  crop  according  to  a  cable  of  December 
26,  1925  to  the  Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Domestic  Commerce  from  E.  P.  Keeler, 
Secretary  to  the  American  Trade  Commissioner  at  San  Juan. 
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SUGAR  PROSPECTS  IN  CUBA.  AUSTRIA  AND  BRAZIL 

After  a  brief  intermission  of  heavy  showers,  weather  conditions 
in  Cuba  are  again  ideal  for  harvesting  the  sugar  crop,  according  to  a 
trade  report  of  January  18.    T7hile  the  production  from  the  beginning  of 
the  campaign  to  date  is  slightly  below  that  of  the  sane  period  during 
the  last  campaign,  the  crop  is  said  to  be  making  excellent  progress  and 
the  yield  is  satisfactory.     The  camoaign  opened  ten  days  earlier  than 
last  year  but  fewer  centrals  are  grinding  to  date.    On  January  18  there 
were  159  centrals  grinding  as  against  161  in  1925  and  155  at  the  sane 
date  in  the  previous  year. 

It  is  expected  that  the  acreage  under  sugarbeets  in  Austria  during 
1926  will  show  an  increase  of  50  per  cent  over  the  1325  acreage,  according 
to  the  "Central  European  Observer"  January  8,  1926,  as  the  result  of  the 
decision  reached  at  a  meeting  of  the  Austrian  Cabinet  Council,  December 
30,  1925,  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  increase  the  sugarbeet  acreage. 
According  to  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  the  acreage  under 
sugarbeets  in  1925  was  51,000  acres. 

The  sugar  cane  in  Northern  Brazil,  where  cane  cutting  is  in  progress, 
has  been  harmed  by  the  continued  lack  of  rain,  according  to  a  report  of 
November  23,  1925  from  Consul  General  A.  Gaulin  at  Rio  de  Janeiro.  Consul 
N.  P.  Davis  at  Pernanbuco,  one  of  the  most  important  sugar  producing  regions, 
states  that  the  tonnage  of  cane  in  that  state  is  said  to  be  reduced  by  at 
least  25  per  cent.    He  also  states  that  some  of  the  sugar  factories  report 
the  sugar  content  of  the  cane  much  below  that  of  last  year.     The  production 
of  all  types  of  sugar  in  pernambuco  for  the  first  three  months  of  the 
present  campaign,  which  began  September  1,  is  11  per  cent  below  that  of 
the  crop  harvested  during  the  same  period  in  the  previous  season.  In 
central  and  southern  Brazil  the  growth  of  the  cane  has  been  aided  by  rains 
and  the  crop  as  a  whole  is  satisfactory  except  in  Bahia  where  cutting  is 
also  in  progress. 

Licht  h-^s  again  reduced  his  estimate  of  the  German  sugar  crop  accord- 
ing to  a  cable  of  January  20  to  a  trade  paper.    His  latest  estimate  places 
the  total  croo  at  1,775,000  short  tons  or  an  increase  of  2.2  per  cent  over 
his  final  figures  for  last  year.    The  latest  estimates  of  the  German  sugar 
crop  as  reported  by  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture,  Licht  and 
Mikusch  are  as  follows:

EUROPEAN  SUGAR  PRODUCTION 

Revised  estimate  of  the  European  "beet  sugar  crop,  made  by  F.  0. 
Licht,  place  the  total  crop  at  8,181,000  short  tons,  according  to  a 
cabled  report  to  a  trade  paper.    This  is  a  reduction  of  .8  per  cent 
from  his  December  30  estimate,  and  also  the  third  successive  reduction, 
but  an  increase  of  4.9  per  cent  over  his  estimate  of  7, 802,000  short 
tons  for  the  1924-25  campaign.    Aside  from  Germany,  for  which  the  pro- 
duction was  previously  reported,  decreases  from  the  December  30  estimate 
are  reported  for  Hungary,  Czechoslovakia  and  Belgium,    The  figure  for 
France  is  increased.    Licht1 s  estimates  for  European  countries  from  the 
beginning  of  the  sugar  season  to  date  with  his  final  figure  for  1924-25 
are  given  belo^:

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SUGAR  BEST  SUBSIDIES  IN  EITGLA2TO  AlTD  TEE  IRISH  FREE  STATE 

An  interesting  example  of  government  assistance  to  industry  in 
foreign  countries  is  that  of  the  Sugar  Beet  Subsidies  in  Great  Britain 
and  in  the  Irish  Free  State.     The  subsidy  in  Great  Britain  has  been  in 
effect  since  October  1,  1924,  while  in  the  Irish  Free  State  the  act  has 
only  recently  become  law.    Uhile  the  subsidies  are  not  expected  to  make 
either  Great  Britain  or  Ireland  independent  of  foreign  supplies,  it  is 
thought  that  production  of  a  respectable  share  of  requirements  is 
possible,  and  the  subsidies  are  assisting  materially  in  establishing  the 
industry. 


In  1924  the  first  year  of  the  British  subsidy  the  total  sugar  beet 
acreage  in  the  country  was  22,400  acres  compared  with  only  3,902  acres 
in  1912.    The  acreage  for  1925  as  reported  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
is  54,700.     In  view  of  the  additional  factories  that  have  been  licensed  for 
working  in  October  1926,  it  is  expected  that  the  1926  area  will  be  in- 
creased to  nearly  100,000  acres. 


The  domestic  production  of  sugar  in  England  and  ""'ales  in  1925 
amounted  to  the  record  figure  of  58,000  short  tons.    Production  has  about 
doubled  in  each  of  the  past  three  years.    The  total  quantity  of  refined 
and  unrefined  sugar  entered  for  home  consumption  into  the  United  Kingdom 
in  1925  was  1,862,536  short  tons,  of  which  755,011  tons  consisted  of 
refined  sugar,  125,342  tons  of  unrefined  and  982,183  of  sugar  refined  in 
bond  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  later  entered  for  consumption.    Most  of 
the  imports  of  refined  sugar  come  from  the  Netherlands,  Czecho-Slovakia 
and  the  United  States.     Cuba  supplied  most  of  the  unrefined  sugar. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  British  Act  the  Government  subsidizes 
manufacturers  of  beet  sugar  as  long  as  manufacturers  pay  farmers  not  less 
than  $9.55  per  short  ton  for  beets  having  a  sugar  content  of  fifteen  and 
one-half  per  cent.    "Mien  the  beets  have  a  greater  or  less  sugar  content 
than  15J-  per  cent  the  price  paid  to  farmers  must  be  increased  or  decreased 
at  the  rate  of  6  cents  per  ton  for  each  l/lO  per  cent  above  or  below  15J- 
as  the  case  may  be. 

The  amount  of  subsidy  paid  manufacturers  by  the  Government  under 
this  arrangement  depends  upon  the  polarization  of  the  sugar  produced. 
Thus  from  October  1,  1924  to  October  1,  1928,  the  first  four  years  of 
the  ten  during  which  the  subsidy  remains  in  force,  the  Government  sub- 
sidizes manufacturers  to  the  extent  of  $34.55  for  every  short  ton  of 
sugar  showing  a  polarization  exceeding  98  degrees.    The  subsidy  decreases 
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by  stages  of  polarization  until  sugar  exceeding  76  degrees  but  not  exceed- 
ing 77  degrees  is  reached,  for  which  the  Government  gives  a  bounty  of  only 
$42.00  per  short  ton.    For  the  next  period  of  three  years,  i.  e, ,  from 
October  1,  1928  to  October  1,  1931  the  subsidy  is  reduced  by  one-third  to 
$56.44  per  short  ton  for  sugar  of  the  highest  polarization  and  to  $27.14 
for  the  lowest.    During  the  final  three  years,  from  October  1,  1931  to 
October  1,  1934,  the  subsidy  will  be  reduced  another  one-third  so  that  the 
amount  payable  by  the  Government  will  range  from  $28.21  oer  ton  to  $14-64 
per  ton  according  to  the  degree  of  polarization. 

There  is  no  question  but  that  the  Government  subsidy  to  the  sugar 
beet  industry  in  Great  Britain,  given  direct  to  manufacturers  of  sugar,  and 
passed  on  indirectly  to  the  farmer,  has  been  a  boon  to  arable  farming  in 
that  country.    The  growing  of  sugar  beets  is  finding  favor  with  the  farmers 
because  under  the  subsidy  they  have  a  certain  knowledge  as  to  what  the 
return  from  the  crop  will  be  when  it  is  harvested.    Moreover,  realizing  that 
the  price  to  be  received  depends  upon  the  sugar  content  of  his  beets  the 
farmer  is  encouraged  to  use  the  latest  and  most  scientific  methods  of 
cultivation.

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The  Sugar  Subsidy  Act  recently  passed  "by  the  Irish  Free  State 
G-overnment  is  similar  in  its  general  terns  to  the  act  now  in  force  in 
Great  Britain.     Consul  K.  M.  Collins  at  Dublin  reports  that  manufacturers 
of  sugar  under  the  Irish  Free  State  Subsidy  Act  will  be  subsidized  to  the 
extent  of  $106  per  short  ton  during  the  first  three  years ,  $98  per  ton 
during  the  succeeding  five  years  and  $96  -per  ton  during  the  final  two 
years  of  the  ten  years  during  which  the  industry  is  to  be  subsidized.  Al- 
though no  corroborative  evidence  has  as  yet  been  received  by  this  Department, 
these  amounts  are  thought  to  be  those  that  will  be  paid  on  sugar  showing  a 
polarization  exceeding  98  degrees. 

Under  the  Irish  Free  State  Act  the  established  subsidies  are 
applicable  only  to  the  first  factory  to  manufacture  sugar  from  home-grown 
beets,  whereas  under  the  provisions  of  the  British  Sugar  Subsidy  Act  any 
factory  after  being  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  is  eligible  ic 
receive  the  rates  of  subsidy  provided.     Subsequent  factories  establishe&nin 
the  Free  State  will  receive  such  rates  of  subsidy  as  may  be  proscribed  from 
time  to  time  by  the  Iftree  State  Government.     These  rates,  however,  are  not 
to  exceed  the  rates  granted  to  the  first  factory  in  operation.     The  act, 
says  Consul  Collins,  is  expected  to  result  in  the  planting  of  from  5,000  to 
10,000  acres  of  sugar  beets  in  the  Free  State  this  year. 

The  Irish  act  further  provides,  according. to  a  report  received  from 
Mr.  J.  C.  Speaks,  Assistant  Trade  Commissioner  in  London,  that  if  at  the 
time  of  the  manufacture  of  sugar  a  customs  duty  is  chargeable  on  the 
importation  of  sugar,  the  subsidy  rates  as  specified  shall  be  reduced  by 
the  amount  of  such  duty.     Further,  whenever  an  excise  duty  is  chargeable 
on  home-produced  sugar  the  subsidy  rate  as  specified  shall  be  increased 
by  the  amount  of  such  duty.    These  provisions  effectively  assure  the  Irish 
producer  of  a  net  advantage  over  sugar  importers. 
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REDUCTION  IN  THE  1925-26  EUROPEAN  BEET  SUGAR  CROP 

The  1925-26  European  beet  sugar  crop  is  now  estimated  by  Dr. 
Gustav  Mikasch  of  Vienna,  at  8,285,000  short  tons,  according  to  a 
radiogram  received  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  from  Agricultural 
Commissioner  G.  C.  Haas  at  Vienna.    This  figure  is  10  per  cent  below 
his  December  estimate  and  is  the  third  successive  reduction  from  previous 
estimates,  but  is  still  5  per  cent  above  his  final  figure  of  7,884,000 
short  tons  for  last  year.    The  revised  estimate  is  in  line  with  F.  0. 
Lichtfs  monthly  reports  in  which  similar  reductions  are  indicated.  Licht' 
latest  estimate  dated  January  29  T"as  8  per  cent  less  than  his  December  30 
estimate .

SLIGHT  INCREASE  FORECAST  IN  1926  EUROPEAN  SUGARJEST  ACREAGE 

JAVA  CROP  BELOW  1925 


The  European  sugarbeet  acreage  for  the  corning  season  as  forecast 
"by  F.  0.  Licht  of  Magdeburg  at  5,350,000  acres,  an  increase  of  1.6  per 
cent  over  his  final  figure  of  5,263,000  acres  harvested  during  1925, 
according  to  a  cabled  report  to  a  trade  paper.    Details  for  individual 
countries  have  not  yet  been  received.    The  weather  is  reported  to  be 
favorable  for  field  work.    Licht' s  final  estimate  of  the  1925-26  European 
beet  sugar  crop,  according  to  the  same  source,  places  the  final  out- 
turn at  8,231,000  short  tons,  an  increase  of  50,000  short  tons  over  his 
January  29  estimate  and  an  increase  of  5.5  per  cent  over  his  final 
figure  of  7,302,000  short  tons  for  the  1924-25  crop.     Slight  decreases 
from  his  earlier  estimates  are  indicated  in  Germany,  Czechoslovakia, 
Netherlands  and  Belgium,  while  increases  occur  in  Austria,  Poland  and 
Russia.

The  new  Java  sugar  crop,  the  harvesting  of  which  "begins  April- 
May,  1926,  is  estimated  at  2,248,000  short  tons  as  compared  with 
2,531,126  short  tons  in  1925,  according  to  'Villett  and  Gray.    A  decrease 
in  production  has  been  expected,  in  spite  of  an  increase  in  acreage,  as 
a  result  of  severe  drought.     In  the  Union  of  South  Africa  where  a  drought 
prevailed  during  November ,  December  and  January,  rains  have  since  fallen, 
which,  although  not  heavy,  are  reported  as  sufficient  to  maintain  satis- 
factory growth  in  the  cane.    The  sugar  crop  in  Trinidad,  although  "below 
normal,  is  reported  by  Consul  Baker  to  "be  bigger  than  early  reports 
indicated.    The  increase  is  reported  to  be  due  partly  to  the  fact  that 
acreage  is  greater  than  was  at  first  supposed  and  partly  to  the  recovery 
from  damage  by  the  froghopper  pest-    The  sugar  produced  this  year  in 
Panama  is  said  to  be  of  a  quality  superior  to  that  of  previous  years 
and  the  output  of  the  mills  is  expected  to  exceed  in  amount  all  local, 
needs .

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1926  SUGARBEET  PRICES  IN  CZECHOSLOVAKIA 


Tho  contract  prico  to  be  paid  to  sugarbeet  growers  in  Bohemia, 
Moravia  and  Silesia  for  the  coming  season  has  been  established  at  the 
fixed  rate  of  $4.00  per  short  ton  as  compared  with  $5.40  paid  for  beets 
worked  during  the  1925-26  season,  according  to  a    report  of  March  15, 
1926  received  in  tho  Department  of  Agriculture  from  Consul  General  C.  S. 
V/inans  at  Prague.    The  growers,  however,  have  the  option  of  the  fixed 
price  or  a  sliding  scale  price  based  on  the  price  of  raw  sugar.  The 
grower  must  make  his  decision*  in  regard  to  the  method  of  payment,  not 
later  than  April  30,  1926.     If  by  this  date  no  decision  has  been 
arrived  at  he  will  receive  the  fixed  price.    The  consul  states  that  the 
sugarbeet  growers  will  very  likely  request  a  sliding  price  of  8,5  per 
cent  of  the  raw  sugar  price  if  the  price  per  100  pounds  remains  at 
$2.35,  9  per  cent  if  prices  increase  from  $2.35  to  $3.02,  9.5  per  cent 
if  prices  range  between  $3.02  and  $3.69,  and  10  per  cent  if  the  sugar 
prices  rise  above  $3.69.     On  this  basis  a  minimum  price  of  $3.20  per 
short  tons  of  beets  would  be  assured  the  sugarbeet  growers.     It  is 
claimed  that  the  sugar  price  of  $2.35  per  100  pounds,  quoted  as  of  March 
15,  does  not  cover  production  expenses  which,  in  Czechoslovakia,  are 
estimated  at  from  $2.42  to  $2.55  per  100  pounds.     It  has  a-lso  been 
decided  that  half  of  the  turnover  tax  will  be  paid  by  the  grower,  and 
half  by  the  sugar  factory  or  refinerj?-. 

In  Slovakia  growers  and  manufacturers  have  not  yet  agreed  as  to 
prices  for  the  coming  season.    The  sugar  factories  and  refineries  have 
offered  a  fixed  price  of  $3.00  per  short  tons,  or  sliding  prices  similar 
to  those  mentioned  above.     If  the  price  of  sugar  is  $2.35  per  100  pounds, 
7.2  per  cent  of  the  sugar  price  will  be  paid  for  beets,  7.65  per  cent 
at  prices  ranging  between  $2.35  and  2,69,  6.10  per  cent  at  $2.69  to 
$3.36,  8.55  per  cent  at  $3.36  to  $3.69,  and  9  per  cent  of  any  price 
exceeding  $3.69  per  100  pounds.     The  factories  and  refineries  prefer  to 
take  20  per  cent  of  the  beets  at  the  fixed  price  and  80  per  cent  at  the 
sliding  rate.     The  growers,  however p  want  a  fixed  price  of  $3.60  per  short 
tons  of  beets  and  the.  sliding  scale  prices  with  a  guaranteed  minimum 
price  of  ^3.20  t>er  short  ton,  with  the  .sliding  prices  fixed  according 
to  the  schedule  established  in  the  province  of  Bohemia. 

INCREASED  SUGAR  TARIFF  IN  FRANCE 

Custom  duties  on  sugars  imported  into  France  have  been  increased 
30  per  cent  for  all  foreign  sugars,  with  the  exception  of  German  sugars 
for  account  of  reparations  which  are  exempted  from  the  increase,  accord- 
ing to  a  special  cable  to  a  trade  paper.    All  sugars  shipped  before 
April  6  will  pay  the  old  duty  of  $.79  per  100  pounds  refined  and  $.77  per 
100  pounds  raws.     The  increase  in  duty  per  100  pounds  of  sugar  will 
amount  to  £.23  on  raws  and  $.24  on  refined.

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FOREIGN  SUGAR  PROSPECTS 

Russia's  1926  Sugarbeet  Acreage. 

An  increase  in  the  acreage  devoted  to  sugarbeets  in  Russia  is 
indicated  for  the  1926-2?  campaign,  reports  as  to  the  extent  of  the  increase 
rroagpBgf rora  14  to  20  per  cent  over  last  yearTs  acreage.    F.  0.  Licht  of 
Madge'ourg  estimates  the  acreage  at  1,236,000  acres  as  compared  with  his 
estimate  of  1,037,000  acres  for  last  year,  while  a  report  from  Berlin, 
quoted  by  a  trade  paper,  states  that  the  1926  sugarbeet  sowings  in  Russia 
will  approach  very  closely  to  the  1.555,000  acres  proposed  in  the  Russian 
economic  plan  some  time  ago.    This  report  places  last  year's  acreage  at 
1,187,000  acres  whereas  the  figure  reported  by  the  Russian  Central  Admini- 
stration of  Statistics  places  last  year's  acreage  at  1,168,000  acres. 

The  3crlin  report  states  further  that  the  present  financial  condition 
of  the  Sugar  Trust  may  prevent  the  overhauling  and  refitting  needed  by 
the  factories,  in  which  case  it  is  a  question  whether  the  factories  would 
be  able  to  handle  the  entire  crop  from  such  a  large  acreage. 

Porto  Rico.  • 

Crops  in  Porto  Rico  are  being  seriously  affected  by  the  continued 
drought  according  to  a  trade  report  dated  April  3.    The  preparation  of 
soil  and  the  planting  and  cultivation  of  crops  have  been  largely  stopped 
by  the  dry  conditions. 

Hawaii. 

Scattered  rains  are  reported  in  Hawaii  but  they  have  been  poorly 
distributed  and  not  in  sufficient  quantities  to  counteract  the  prevailing 
droughty  condition,  according  to  a  trade  report  dated  March  29.    It  is 
stated  that  there  is  a  shortage  of  water  for  fluming  purposes  on  the  Island 
of  Hawaii,  and  that  a  soaking  rain  is  needed  on  all  the  islands. 

Java. 

A  revised  estimate  places  the  1926  sugar  crop  of  Java  at  2,246,000 
short  tons  as  compared  with  an  earlier  estimate  of  2,248,000  short  tons 
according  to  a  trade  paper.    Harvesting  of  the  Java  sugar  crop  usually 
gebins  the  latter  part  of  April  or  the  first  of  May. 
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THE  1926  SUGAR  BEET  ACREAGE  IN  EUROPE 
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The  Department  of  Agriculture  has  now  received  a  detailed  report 
of  F.  0.  Licht's  forecast  of  the  1926  European  sugarbeet,  the  total  of 
which  was  reported  in  our  F.S./S-24  on  April  13.     It  is  of  interest  to 
note  that  while  a  slight  increase  is  forecast  in  the  total  area,  practi- 
cally all  the  important  sugar  exporting  countries,  including  Czechoslovakia 
Germany,  Poland,  Belgium  and  Netherlands,  are  expected  to  have  reduced 
acreages.    Hungary  is  the  only  exporting  country  in  which  an  increase  in 
acreage  is  indicated.    The  largest  increases  will  probably  be  in  Italy, 
France,  and  Russia.    The  report,  dated  March  31  is  preliminary  and,  there- 
fore, subject  to  revision.

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FOREIGN  SUGAR  PROSPECTS 


Recent  reports  from  Czechoslovakia  and  Hungary,  received  in  the 
Department  of  Agriculture,  place  the  1926  sugar  beet  acreage  consider- 
ably lower  than  the  March  31  estimate  of  F.  0.  Licht ,  reported  a  short 
time  ago.    The  Czechoslovakia  Sug-^r  Association  places  the  1926  sugar 
beet  acreage  at  648,000  acres  as  compared  with  770,000  acres  sown  in 
1925,  according  to  a  cable  of  May  7  from  the  International  Institute  at 
Rome.     The  Sugar  Association's  figure  is  IS  per  cent  below  last  year's 
acreage  whereas  Licht' s  forecast  indicated  a  decrease  of  only  5  per  cent. 

The  1926  sugar  beet  sowings  in  Hungary  are  estimated  by  the 
Hungary  Sugar  Association  at  158,700  acres  as  compared  with  164,200  in 
1925  according  to  cables  from  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture 
and  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Haas  at  Vienna.    An  early  April  report 
from  Hungary  to  a  trade  paper  stated  that  Licht 's  March  31st  estimate  of 
168,000  acres,  indicating  an  increase  of  2.3  ner  cent  over  last  year, is 
too  high  and  that  this  year's  sowing  may  reach  only  about  148,000  acres. 

Porto  Rico. 

A  revised  official  estimate  place  the  Porto  Rican  sugar  crop  at 
593,000  short  tons,  a  slight  decrease  from  the  February  estimate  of 
596,000  short  tons,  according  to  a  cable  from  the  Commissioner  of  Agri- 
culture of  Porto  Rico.    This  is  a  decrease  of  10  per  cent  from  last  year's 
crop  of  660,000  short  tons.    Heavy  rains  are  reported  a.long  the  northwestern 
and  eastern  coasts  of  Porto  Rico.     In  the  remainder  of  the  island,  however, 
there  has  been  no  relief  from  the  severe  drought,  according  to  a  trade" 
report  dated  April  17. 

Hawaii. 

Hawaii  reports  light  rainfall  in  all  sections  except  in  the  central 
windward  coast  of  the  island  of  Hawaii  where  very  dry  weather  prevails 
according  to  a  trade  report  dated  April  12.     On  this  island  lack  of  flum- 
ing  '".'.iter  has  interfered  somewhat  with  the  harvesting.     Cool  weather  un- 
favorable to  crop  growth  is  also  reported. 
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MIKUSCH  ESTIMATE  SHOWS  INCREASED  EUROPEAN  SUGAR  BEET  SOWINGS 
The  1926  preliminary  total  for  European  sugar  beet  sowings  as 
estimated  by  Mikusch  is  5,350,000  acres  or  6.3  per  cent  above  his 
corresponding  estimate  for  1925  according  to  a  cable  received  in  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  from  Commissioner  Haas  at  Vienna.    This  total 
is  the  same  as  that  of  F.  0.  Licht  although  estimates  for  the  individual 
countries  vary  slightly.    LichtJs  total  estimate  shows  an  increase  of 
only  1.6  per  cent  above  his  final  estimate  for  last  year  but  on  increase 
of  5.7  per  cent  above  his  preliminary  estimate. 

Increases  over  the  1925  figure  are  reported  by  both  Licht  and 
Mikusch  for  Hungary,  France,  Italy,  Yugoslavia  and  Russia  as  well  as 
increases  in  a  few  minor  countries.  The  most  important  decrease  ex- 
pected is  in  Czechoslovakia.  Detailed  figures  included  in  the  Mikusch 
estimate  are  given  on  the  following  page  with  the  estimates  of  the 
same  date  for  last  year  for  comparison.  Detailed  estimates  reported 
by  Licht  are  to  be  found  in  our  F.S./s~27  dated  May  X. 

The  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  reports  that  acreage 
planted  to  sugar  beets  in  the  Ukraine  this  year  is  expected  to  be  5.4 
per  cent  greater  than  the  1925  area.    The  Ukraine  produces  almost  all 
of  the  Russian  sugar  crop.

CUBA  RESTRICTS  SUGAR  PRODUCTION 

Limitation  of  the  production  of  sugar  in  Cuba  this  season  to  90 
per  cent  of  the  quantity  which  would  "be  produced  without  official  limitation 
is  the  aim  of  a  law  which  was  signed  by  the  President  of  Cuba  on  May  3.  The 
base  from  which  reduction  will  be  made  is  an  average  of  the  three  estimates 
of  this  season's  crop  which  the  president  considers  most  reliable.     If  the 
President  should  accept  the  estimates  of  Hirnely,  Guma-Mejer  and  the  Cuban 
Department  of  Agriculture  this  average  will  be  5,922,273  short  tons  making 
the  theoretical  limited  production  5,330,046  short  tons.     The  final  figure 
for  last  season's  production  was  5,812,068  short  tons.    The  actual  outturn 
this  season,  however,  will  not  be  exactly  equal  to  the  90  per  cent  limit,  as 
a  few  centrals  have  already  finished  grinding  without  reaching  90  oer  cent 
of  their  expected  output  while  others  have  already  exceeded  90  per  cent. 

The  limitation  will  be  enforced  by  means  of  a  production  tax  of  $5 
for  each  bag  (about  320  lbs)  of  sugar  produced  above  the  legal  limitation. 
The  lav  is  not  retroactive  so  that  these  centrals  which  may  already  have 
produced  more  than  90  per  cent  of  the  estimate  will  not  be  subject  to  the 
tax  on  the  excess  production.     The  law  also  provides  that  the  President  shall 
fix  the  dates  for  beginning  operations  for  the  seasons  1926-27  and  1927-28 
and  that  plantations  /7hich  shall  begin  harvesting  prior  to  the  official  open- 
ing date  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  $5  per  bag  for  all  sugar  produced 
before  that  date.    The  President  is  also  authorized  to  apply  the  90  per  cent 
limitation  to  the  crops  of  the  next  two  seasons. 

FOREIGN  SUGAR  PROSPECTS 

Reports  received  to  date  from  the  International  Institute  on  the 
sugar  beet  acreage  in  Germany,  Czechoslovakia,  Poland,  Hungary  and  Russia, 
indicate  an  increase  of  8  per  cent  over  last  year.    These  countries  re- 
presented about  64  per  cent  of  the  total  European  sugar  beet  acreage  harveste 
in  1925.     The  figures  reported  by  the  International  Institute  are  estimates 
made  by  the  Sugar  Associations  of  the  various  countries  and  are  as  follows:

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New  estimates  of  European  sugar  beet  acreage  received  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  during  the  past  week,  although  indicating  some  relative- 
ly large  changes  from  last  year  in  certain  minor  producing  countries,  do  not 
materially  affect  the  general  outlook  as  previously  reported.    The  Inter- 
national Institute  of  Agriculture  reports  an  increase  of  9  per  cent  over  the 
1925  acreage  in  8  countries  which  last  year  accounted  for  73  per  cent  of  the 
total  European  sugar  "beet  area  harvested.    Last  v/eek  an  8.3  per  cent  increase 
was  indicated  in  4  countries.    The  estimates  reported  by  the  Institute  are 
for  the  most  part  those  of  the  Sugar  Associations  of  the  various  countries. 


Licht's  preliminary  estimates  of  April  29,  details  of  which  have  just 
been  received,  show  an  increase  of  only  2.6  per  cent  for  the  above  8  coun- 
tries*   His  estimate  of  the  total  European  acreage  is  slightly  higher  than 
on  March  31,  or  5,387,000  acres,  an  increase  of  2.1  per  cent  over  his  final 
estimate  for  last  year.

Decreased  Sugar  Beet  Acreage  in  Sweden. 

The  acreage  devoted  to  sugar  beets  in  Sweden  for  the  1926^27  campaign 
will  probably  not  be  more  than  11,000  acres,  or  89  per  cent  below  last  year's 
acreage  of  100,000  acres,  according  to  a  cable  of  May  20  from  the  International 
Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Rome*    The  decrease  is  due  to  the  failure  of 
growers  and  sugar  companies  to  arrive  at  an  agreement  in  regard  to  beet  prices. 
According  to  Consul  Charles  H.  Heisler  at  Malmo,  in  a  recent  report,  the  price 
paid  to  growers  in  1925  was  $6.28  per  ton    aj    of  beets  as  compared  with  $7.77 
per  ton    a/    in  1924.    The  contracts  contained  the  stipulation  that  should 
prices  for  refined  sugar  fall  below  4  cents  per  pound  the  growers  were  entitled 
to  give  notice  of  the  termination  of  the  contract.    During  the  fall  of  1925 
the  wholesale  price  went  considerably  below  this,  even  as  low  as  3  cents  per 
pound.    Notice  was  given  during  the  latter  part  of  October  for  the  termination 
of  contracts  on  December  1.    Negotiations  for  new  contracts  were  immediately 
commenced  but  it  was  impossible  to  bring  about  a  satisfactory  agreement . 

South  Africa. 

Sugar  cane  in  the  Union  of  South  Africa  has  benefited  greatly  from 
heavy  rains  during  March,  according  to  a  trade  paper  dated  March  31.  Present 
condition  of  the  cane  indicates  a  crop  fcr  the  1926-27  season  equal  to  or  ex- 
ceeding the  record  crop  of  239,463  short  tons  produced  in  1925-26. 


a/  Kind  of  ton  not  statedl 
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G-uma-Me j er ,  Cuban  sugar  statisticians,  estimate  that  the  total 
outturn  of  the  Cuban  sugar  crop  will  probably  amount  to  5^488,000  short 
tons  instead  of  5„330«,000  short  tons,  the  figure  considered  the  maximum 
under  the  crop  reduction  law,  according  to  a  trade  paper  of  May  20.  Guma- 
Mejer  base  their  estimate  on  the  fact  that  the  total  outturn  of  the 
factories,  which  had  finished  grinding  or  were  closed  when  the  law  went 
into  effect,  slightly  exceeded  the  allowed  quota.    Despite  the  fact  that 
production  in  all  the  other  factories  will  "be  cut  to  90  per  cent  of  t^e 
original  estimates,  the  crop  already  produced  would  bring  the  total 
figure  well  above  the  5,330,000  short  tons  allowed  by  law.     On  May  17, 
123  factories  had  been  closed  leaving  54  factories  still  at  work  as 
compared  with  104  working  last  year  and  53  in  1924  at  the  same  date.  Well 
distributed  rains  are  reported  from  Cuba.    While  these  have  interfered 
slightly  with  harvesting,  they  have  been  favorable  for  the  growth  of  the 
cane  for  next  season's  crop. 

In  accordance  with  the  Cuban  Crop  Reduction  Lav:,  the  President  of 
Cuba  has  declared  that  grinding  of  next  season's  crop  is  to  begin  after 
January  1,  1927.     In  previous  years,  when  no  restrictions  were  placed 
on  the  opening  of  the  season,  grinding  has  usually  begun  during  the  last 
two  weeks  in  November  or  the  first  Week  in  December. 


Agricultural  conditions  in  Porto  Rico  have  been  much  improved  by 
heavy  rains  in  all  parts  of  the  Island,  according  to  a  trade  report 
dated  May  8.     The  sugar  industry  of  British  Guiana  has  suffered  consider- 
ably from  a  very  severe  drought,  according  to  a  report  of  April  14  from 
Consul  Gilson  Blake  at  Georgetown.     In  only  one  section  of  the  country, 
the  east  coast  of  Berbice  county,  is  any  grinding  being  done.     In  all 
other  sections  business  is  at  a  standstill. 

The  sugarcane  crop  of  Brazil  is  considered  in  good  condition 
throughout  the  country,  according  to  a  report  of  May  12  from  Vice  Consul 
Allan  Dawson  at  Rio  de  Janeiro.     The  Peraambuco  harvest  is  about  over. 
Cane  cutting  has  begun  in  Minas  Geraes,  Sao  Paulo  and  nearby  states. 

Because  of  a  wage  controversy  between  Danish  sugar  beet  growers 
and  field  workers,  sowings  Were  so  delayed  that  a  reduction  in  acreage 
was  unavoidable,  according  to  a  report  from  Commercial  Attache  H .  Sorenson 
at  Copenhagen.  Present  estimates,  according  to  Mr.  Sorenson,place  the 
sugar  beet  acreage  at  about  75  per  cent  of  the  average  of  preceding  years 
or  about  62,000  acres.  The  acreage  devctod  to  sugar  beets  in  1925  was 
officially  estimated  at  93.000  acres.

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FOREIGN  WHS  ON  SUGAR 
QUDITIQN  OF  SUGAR  BEETS  FAIR  TO  GOOD  I  IT  EUROPE 


The  condition  of  European  sugar  beets  as  of  June  30  was  fair  to 
good  according  to  F.  0.  Licht's  monthly  report  for  June,  1926.  Much 
damage  was  done  by  the  excessive  rains  of  June  over  the  greater  part  of 
Europe,  but  a  period  of  bright,  warm  weather  would  improve  conditions  to 
some  extent. 

In  Germany  at  the  end  of  June  the  state  of  the  beets  was  satis- 
factory on  light  soils  generally,  and  even  good  in  high  lands,  despite  the 
unfavorable  influences  of  the  long  and  cold  period  of  rain.    May,  with  its 
shortage  of  rains,  was  followed  by  June 'with  precipitation  so  heavy  that 
field  work  was  seriously  hampered  and  weeds  made  good  headway.  Conditions 
were  unfavorable  in  Silesia,  where  rains  continued  almost  uninterrupted 
until  the  end  of  the  month.     Some  fields  were  still  partly  overflowed  at 
the  end  of  June, 

The  stand  of  beets  in  Czechoslovakia  as  of  June  30  was  stated  by 
Licht  to  be  25  per  cent  good,  43  per  cent  satisfactory  and  only  27  per 
cent  poor.    This  was  in  spite  of  the  practically  uninterrupted  rains  and 
coolness  of  June  and  the  heavy  growth  of  weeds  resulting  from  suspension 
of  field  work.    Pests  of  different  kinds  are  also  reported  from  the  various 
districts.    During  the  latter  days  of  the  month,  however,  much  drier  and 
warmer  weather  set  in  and  it  is  hoped  that  much  of  the  damage  my  still 
be  repaired. 

Uninterrupted  rainfall  and  abnormally  low  temperature  lasting  until 
the  latter  part  of  June  caused  much  damage  to  the  sugar  beet  crop  of  France, 
In  spite  of  this,  the  present  state  of  the  beet-fields  is  estimated  as 
being  only  a  little  inferior  to  that  of  the  same  period  in  1925.     The  aver- 
age for  the  end  of  June  1926,  is  67  against  71  in  1925,  80  being  good  and 
60  medium.    Favorable  weather  was  reported  at  the  end  of  June. 

From  the  southern  districts  of  Poland  good  development  of  the  beets 
and  generally  favorable  weather  conditions  are  reported.     In  the  central 
and  northern  districts,  however,  the  stand  has  been  impaired  by  the  heavy 
rains.     In  the  former  German  provinces  of  West  Poland  the  stand  of  the  beet 
field  is  good  in  general  but  here,  too,  rains  have  been  too  abundant. 
Similar  reports  of  cold  and  too  much  rains  with  consequent  damage  to  the 
beets  were  received  from  Yugoslavia,  Belgium  and  Holland  where  crops  are 
somewhat  behind  normal  development.     In  Rumania,  however,  the  young  beets 
have  developed  so  well  that  a  good  normal  crop  is  expected.    Austria  and 
Hungary  report  satisfactory  conditions  and  in  Denmark  the  beets  are  making 
good  progress  under  favorable  conditions. 
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Russia  reports  generally  satisfactory  conditions,  especially  in 
the  main  districts  of  the  Ukraine.     In  various  parts  of  the  Charkow 
districts,  however,  some  damage  is  reported,  caused  by  insects  which,  in 
1921,  destroyed  50  per  cent  of  the  young  beets  in  this  district. 

Java  sugar  crop  decreased,  conditions  good  in  Philippines 

The  1926-27  sugar  crop  of  Java  is  estimated  at  2,246,000  short  tons, 
according  to  a  cable  just  received  from  the  International  Institute  of 
Agriculture  at  Rome.    Production  for  1925-26  was  pladed  at  2,535,293  short 
tons. 

Reports  from  the  Philippines  state  that  timely  rains  have  fallen 
at  intervals  since  the  end  of  May  and  have  stimulated  the  growth  of  the 
young  cane  which  had  suffered  from  the  long  drought  of  April  and  May,  accord- 
ing to  a  trade  journal.    It  is  the  general  belief  that  the  long  dry  spell 
preceding  the  rainy  season  will  be  advantageous  to  the  crop  in  Negro s  as 
was  the  case  during  the  1924-25  season  when  similar  conditions  prevailed. 
Although  it  is  too  early  for  an  estimate  of  the  1926-27  outturn,  should  the 
present  favorable  weather  conditions  continue  the  crop  may  be  of  bumper 
proportions .

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Official  estimates  for  the  1926-27  sugar  cror>  in  countries  represent- 
ing over  65  per  cent  of  the  world  sugar  production,  indicate  a  decrease  of 
G  per  cent  below  the  crop  produced  in  these  countries  in  19  35-26.     The  de- 
crease is  about  evenly  distributed  between  beet  sugar  and  cane  sugar  produc- 
ing countries,    imong  beet  sugar  producing  countries  most  of  the  fiecro^se  is 
accounted  for  by  a  cut  of  533,000  short  tons  in  the  Czechoslovakia©  crop  and 
203,000  short  tons  in  the  crop  of  Sweden.     The  decrease  in  Czechoslovakia  is 
due  to  a  reduction  in  sugar  beet  acreage,  a  low  yield  ner  acre  and  a  sucrose 
content  slightly  below  last  year.     Sweden  this  year  reduced  its  sugar  beet 
acreage  from  100,000  acres  to  3,300  acres  as  growers  and  factory  owners 
failed  to  agree  on  prices  for  beets,    a  reduction  of  3  per  cent  below  last 
year  is  indicated  in  cane  sugar  producing  countries  due  mostly  to  decreased 
crops  in  Cuba  and  Java.     The  Cuban  crop,  in  accordance  with  the  crop  re- 
striction low,  has  been  reduced  to  5,040,000  short  tons  as  compared  with 
5,471,000  short  tons  produced  in  1925-26.     The  Java  crop  is  reported  to  be 
350,000  short  tons  less  than  last  year's  crop  because  of  drought  during  the 
sugar  cane  growing  sea,son.
